We would 
study its geography and location before tak- 
ing our departare thither, Friends, you are 
all traveling toward the immortal word: 
and you are certainly all interested in its lo- 
cation, Its emplorments, its soll and climate 
and your adaptability toenter an enjoyable 
life in its environments.

That the phenomena occur 
there is overwhelming evidence, and it is too lute to

Camille Flammarion, the French Astronomer, and 
Member of the Academie Francaise.—“I do not hesi- 
tate to affirm my convřctions, based on personal 
examination of the subject, that any scientific man 
who declares the phenomena denominated mag 
netic,’ ‘somnambulic,’ mediumic,’ and others not 
yet explained Ai science to be ‘impossible,’ is one 
who speaks without knowing what he is talking 
about; and also auy man accustomed, by his pro- 
fessional ayocations, to scientific observation—pro. 
vided that his mind be not biassed by pre-conceived 
opinions, nor his mental vision blinded by that 
opposite kind of illusion unhappily too common in 
the learned world, which consists in imagining 
that the laws of Nature are already known to us, 
and that everything which appears to overstep 
the limit of our present formula is impossible— 
may acquire a radical and absolute certainty of the 
reality of the facts alluded to,” 

Alfred Russel Wallace, F. G. 8.— My position, 
therefore, is that the phenomena of Spiritualism in 
their entirety do not require further confirmation. 
They are proved, quite as well as any facts are 
proved in other sciences, and it is not denial or 
quibbling that can disprove any of them, but only 
fresh facts and accurate deductions from those 
facts. When the opponents of Spiritualism can 
give a record of their researches approaching in 
duration and completeness to those of its advo- 
cates; and when they can discover and show in 
detail, either how the phenomena are produced or 
bow the wavy sane and able men Shere referred to 
have been deluded into a coincident beef that they 
have witnessed them; and when they can prote 
the correctness of their theory by producing a like 
belief in a body of equally sane and able unbe- 
llevers—then, und not till then, will it be necessary 
for Spiritualists to produce fresh confirmation of 
facts which ate, and always have been, sufficiently 
real and indisputable to satisfy any honest and 
persevering inquirer,—| Miracles and Modern Spir- 
ituslism. 

Dr. Lockhart Roberteon.— The writer“ (i.e Dr. 
L. Bobertson) ‘can now no more doubt the phyal- 
cal manifestations of so-called Spiritualism than he 
would any other fact, as, for example, the fall of 
the apple to the ground of which his senses in- 
formed him. As stated above, there was no place or 
chance of any legerdemain or fraud in these physi- 
cl manifestations. He is aware, even from recent 
experieuce, of the impossibility of convinoing any- 
one, by a mere narrative of eventa apparently so 
ont of harmony with all our knowledge of the laws 
which govern the physical world, and he places 
these facts on record rather as an act of justice due 
to those whose similar atatementsfho had elsewhore 
doubted and denied, than with either the desire or 
hope of convincing others, Yet he cannot doubt 
the ultimate recognition of facts of the truth of 
which he is so thoroughly convinced. Admit these 
physical manifestations, and a strange and wide 
world of research is opened to our inquiry. This 
field is now to the materialist mind of the last two 
centuries, which even in the writings of divines of 
the English Church, doubts and denies all spiritual 
manifestations and agencies, be they good or 
evil.”"—From a letter by Dr. Lockhart Robertson, 
published iu the Dialectical Society's Report on 
Splrituallam, p. 24.

Spiritualism is here without permis- 
sion of the church or of the state; to 
make its presence manifeet and felt 
whenever and wherever it is needed, It 
will enter whatever place is open for its 
reception; wherever a human heart 
needs the ministration, and prepared to 
receive it, there it will come. It wishes 
and aims only to elevate the individual 
life witb which it deals; it is humanity 
it hus come to preserve, not govern- 
ments, armies, creeds or institutions. It 
works upon them most effectually as it 
works through humanity. 

Wherever a deed Is done that serves 
mankind, Spiritualism i+ there; wher- 
ever mankind are oppressed or down- 
trodden it is there uplifúng and strength- 
ening Itcomes not to do sught to those 
who deny it; but wherever a heart is 
sad and weary and worn, wherever de- 
jected and scorned of men, wherever 
finding in no creed comfort, in no form 
ula the lesson of immortal life, itdeclares 
the well-spring in the desert, the veice 
in the lonely place, snd binds up the 
burdened spirit and heals the broken 
beart.,
